The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-2, 5-1 1 and 13 are directed to a budding yeast cell deficient in at least 
one hybrid sensor kinase, transformed with a polynucleotide encoding an osmosensing 
histidne kinase having no transmembrane region, said kinase optionally, has a mutation 
that confers resistance to any of a dicarboxyimide antifungal compound, an aromatic 
hydrocarbon antifungal compound and a phenylpyrrole antifungal compound to said 
yeast cell and a method of assaying the antifungal activity of a substance utilizing said 
transformed budding yeast. 

Claimed transformed budding yeast cell is free of prior art. Further, the prior art 
fails to suggest any hybrid sensor kinase deficient budding yeast cell transformed with a 
DNA encoding an osmosensing kinase having no transmembrane domain. Hence said 
transformed budding yeast cell is also non-obvious. 

Since said product is both novel and non-obvious a method of use thereof as 
specifically claimed, is also novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 1-2, 5-11 and 13 are allowed.
